“The abrogation of the treaty between 
Russia and America has a direct connection 
with the annual Russian agitation which has 
been energetically conducted in America [fur 
the readmission of American citizens ot 
Jewish faith. Article 1 of the treaty estab- 
Meshes the mutual rights of entry, but con- 
tains a etipulation for the observance of 
international laws. 

Deeming. in spite of this stipulation, that 
the enforcement of the genera! Russian laws 
in regard to foreigners of the wih religion 
in the case of American Jewish citizens 
constitutes an infringement of the treaty, 
the house of representatives voted a resolu- 
tion for its abrogation. 

“There cannot be any doubt that th's 
view is unfounded. The Russian govera- 
ment and its representatives abroad must 
fulfill the requirements of the Russian law 
contained in paragraphs 213 to 235 of the 
passport statute and paragraph 9819 and the 
following ones of the law on social rights, as 
long as these remain in force. 

On the other hand, the question of the 
admission or non-admigsion into Russia of 
categories of foreigners belongs to the prov- 
nee of internal legislation, upon the general 
principles of Internationa! law, as well as on 
the strength of articie 1 of the treaty of 1832. 


. StrieLawsof United States. 

Thus the United States has enacted strict 
regulations seriously limiting the right of 
entry of foreigners, and there is no doubt 
that the federal government would ward off 
any attempt to dispute the legality of those 
regulations from an international point of 
view.” 

The declaration then quotes article 2 of 
the federal immigration law of Feb. 20, 1907, 
and continues: 

„It we take into consideration also that 
the American law imposes a head tax on the 
whole line of foreigners seeking American 
shores it becomes clear how stern are the 
restrictions to which Russians arriving in 
America are subjected. 

We do not question the right of the fed- 
eral government to apply any immigration 
laws which are dictated by reasons of state, 
bat we must note for that very reason that 
the motive for the abrogation of the treaty of 
1882 adduced in the resolution of the house 
of representatives is unfounded.” 

The statement of the views of the majority 
of the duma is marked by the temperate and 
dignified but firm language which is charac- 
teristic of the Russian attitude on the subject 
of the abrogation of the treaty of commerce 
and navigation of 1832.

Mrs. Julius Kruttschnitt 


Denounces “Smart Set. 


DW YORK, Dec. 27.—{Special.)—With 

decided individual views as to what 

makes life worth living to women born 

to wealth and in that social set known 

as the “four hundred,” Mrs. Julius 
Kruttschnitt, wife of the great railroad man- 
ager and perhaps the closest personal friend of 
the late E. H. Harriman, has come here to live, 
owing to the removal of her husband's office 
from Chicago to New York. ‘ 

Until the furnishing of their apartment at 
12 Bast Eighty-seventh street Mr. and Mrs. 
Kruttschnitt are stopping at the Hotel Gotham. 

“You ask me what I think of New York soci- 
ety?” she said. “While I have never lived 
here I have been here o much and know 80 
many persons that I almost feel as if I had 
always lived here. I should say society here 
is like society, as society is termed, in any large 
American city. The larger New York grows, the 
smaller grows ite so-calléd ‘smart set,’ and it is 
a good thing that such is a fact, for the ‘smart 
get’ in any American city sho get so small 
that there should be no such thing. ' 


— 


„Smart set society is, generally speaking, 
the society of those who yawn. It bores think- 
ing people to distraction; it has neither impetus 
to go on nor ambition enough to cease. It is, 
and thet is the beginning and end of it. The 
‘smart set’ worth while is ‘smart,’ used in 
its older and purer Anglo-Saxon meaning— 
‘quick in thought, bright, intelligent, acute, 
clever.“ In reality the social ‘smart sets’ do 
not particularly scintillate in the real meaning 
of the word, and it is a misnomer. 

“New York is perhaps more exaggéfated in 
its little inner circle because of the enormous 
population which surrounds it, but it is no bet- 
ter and no worse than society in other cities. 
I have lived in San Francisco, New Orleans, 
and Chicago and have found after all the same 
ideals, the same types, the same conditions as 
I find here. ; 

— 


“Will you enter society here— that is, will 

you confine your life to that ‘inner circle?” 
Mrs. Kruttschnitt was asked. 
, “Society, in the restricted sense, does not in- 
terest me,’ was the response. It bores me. 
What I term the highest social life is that con- 
fined to amall circles of intellectually congenia! 
persons—persons with some pursuit, some spe- 
cific interest. It may be art in some form; it 
may be science; it may be business; it may be 
housekeeping, but it must be something. 

“No woman can be satisfied with a purely 
social life if that woman is not all worth 
witle in the world and to the world. The 
demands of any social leader are great, to be 
sure, but no woman has a right to sacrifice 
her entire life to.society: If I had the bring- 
ing up of a family of girls there would be no 
formal debuts. They should be brought up to 
interest themselves in whatever tre their 
thought and inclination took them. I have 
brought up a daughter and I speak from expe- 
rience. 

— 

“The girl was brought up in a more strictly 

formal way than my daughter, and yet when 
she grew old enough to think for herself inde- 
pendently of her teachers and of me she asked 
the startling question one day: 
„Mother, why should a girl make a formal 
bow to society? It is only the evolution of the 
slave market, where lovely girls were brought 
out, inspected, and bought and sold to men who 
could pay for them. Society with its coming 
out parties is the same thing. Men are allowed 
to meet us, they take an inventory of our social 
and mental charm and of our “dot” as welk and 
then if it pleases them to do so they ask us 
in m 3 

“JT was astonished at her words, and I have 
grown to take the same view of such affairs. It 
is the modern and perhaps more refined outcome 
of the days when women were held captive 
slaves. 

— 

“Chicago is spoken of generally as a social 
joke, but I know of no city where so radical 
and vivid a change in social life is taking place 
as in this city of such tremendous wealth and 
opportunity. The women are really progres- 


' sive and ambitious. They make their mistakes, 


to be sure, but are mistakes that come 
from overzealousn rather than the ennui and 
boredom of the society matron of New York. 

“Chicago has a splendid regard for the peo- 
ple. It is a tremendously broad minded com- 
munity. There are no ‘Keep of the grass’ signs 
in its parks, and the system of keeping the 
streets clean is far ahead of any other Amer- 
loan city which I know about. They may talk 
about Chicago as not being artietic and unappre- 
clative, but New York might learn something 
from her.”

Holiday Salads. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

RANGE salad is considered a proper ac- 
companiment to wild duck and, indeed, it 
is very gocd at any dinner at all heavy 
with meat. Either as a sweet or a sour 
salad— most people prefer the latter—the 

orange may be served as daintily and be as de- 
liciously cool and agreeable as any salad made. 

Of all the pretty salad combinations I think 
a few slices of orange and a few bits of pine- 
apple, maybe, with a little French endive, white 
lettuce leaves, and some of the curley blanched 
chicory leaves, is almost or quite the prettiest 
—the whole served with a French dressing. 
Of course, this prettiness is not only in the eye 
but in our anticipations, 


The sweet orange salads are nearly all served. 


with sugar and several kinds of wine, and are, 
therefore, not used on many tables. 

According to an older fashion, the oranges 
were divided into sections, dusted with sugar, 
with cut sugar which was moistened 
with spirits, then set on fire and sent to the 
table blazing. This hardly strikes our taste to- 
day, when we want our oranges, no matter in 
what kind of a salad served, very cold. ö

Some one has said in describing the varieties 
of salads that they ranged all the way from a 
Delmonico inspiration to a church missionary 
lunch article, in which frugal cornstarch tried 
to hide itself behind the aggressive mustard, 
and the oil is conspicuous by its absence. But 
there are not a few people who like these made 
dressings, in the making of which it is just as 
possible to exert the taste as in mixing a 
French dressing, and we know how much the 
latter varies in different hands. These corn- 
starch dressings are far from despicable, espe- 
cially for a change, although for many of us the 
French dressing is the one and only, as is the 
mayonnaise to others. 

It makes a great deal of difference what the 
vinegar is that is used in making these. A 
very strong vinegar will not give a pleasant 
result. These made dressings are hard to mix 
and cook, sometimes because the vinegars have 
uncertain characteristics.

THE TUBERCULOSIS INSTITUTE. 


N Chicago the movement to combat tu- 
berculosis began with the appointment 
of a committee by the Visiting Nurses’ 
association. Presently the organiza- 
tion had become strong enough to stand 

| by itself, and the tuberculosis committee of 

the Visiting Nurses’ association became the 

Tuberculosis institute. 

| At the very beginning the committee 
gathered the literature on consumption and 

gave lectures. They did what they could 

to foster interest in the fight against con- 
sumption. Probably they thought the vie- 
iting nurses were doing the work of allevia- 
tion so well that no help was needed, and 
they could put in their time in study. The 
work began to grow as they began to see 


pensaries, giving medical care and nursing 
service, they found new supporters as well 
as new impulses to work. Work was for 
the worker, . 

' Presently they were equipped with dis- 
pensaries, nurses, physiciens, and sanitaria. 
But the community was beginning to see 
| that caring for its consumptives was good 
business policy, whereupon the county built 
hospitals for late cases and the city com- 
menced on sanitaria for early ones, and in 
adlition took over the nurses and dispen- 
saries of the institute. 

The institute is left now with close re- 
sponsibility for Edward sanitarium and 
some indirect supervision over Winfield and 
the Fresh Air hospital. They do the work 
of stimulating and fostering the anti-tuber- 
culosis work, inclading all proper educa- 
tional and economic energies. But their 
most promising field of present activity is 
in working out plans for physical examina- 
tion of men who work in factories and 
proper provision for those who are found 
tubercular. 

The State Tuberculosis society offices are 
with the Tuberculosis institute. Just now 
they are spending most of their energies in 
organizing loca] societies in Illinois and in 
selling enough Christmas seals to enable 
them to send tuberculosis nurses to different 
places in the state, for the state outside of 
OUhbicago is to be the next battleground. The 
Chicago fight is being slowly won.

Chicago, Dec. 19.— [To the Friend of 
the People.]—Having noticed the many 
benefits derived for the public through 
this department of your paper, we desire 
to suggest what we consider an improve- 
ment over the present schedule of the 
north bound trains on the Northwestern 
L“ at the beginning of the rush hours 
in the afternoon.

The platform guard on the Chicago 
avenue station informed me that the first 
city limits train left the terminal at 
5:16 p. m., and was due to pass Chicago 
avenue at about 5:19, thus making an 
interval of from 486 to 5:19, or twenty- 
four minutes between trains that will de- 
liver passengers at stations between Wil- 
son and the city limits. I have reference, 
of course, to passengers who board the 
train at Chicago avenue.

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VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 
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APATHY TO DEEPENING THE 
ILLINOIS. 

Chicago, Dec. 20.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
Ihe Rhine is navigable for 535 miles, with a 
minimum depth of 6% feet and a maximum 
depth of about 15 feet. It carries an annual 
traffic of over $65,000,000. It accommodates 
tows a quarter of a mile long, composed of a 
powerful tug and three steel barges each 300 
feet long, 40 feet wide, with a loaded draft of 
9 feet. Each one of these barges carries 3,000 
tons of iron ore, equal to five German freight 
trains. The cost of improving the river 
Rhine to accommodate this traffic has been 
about $60,000 a mile. The entire commerce 
on the 16,000 miles of navigable streams in 
the Mississippi valley is less than a third of 
that on the Rhine alone. 

To assume that it would be foolish to deep- 
en these rivers to provide for heavy traffic ts 
to assume that suitable means cannot be pro- 
vided for taking care of these conditions as 
they arise. I can understand why the rail- 
roads should oppose the development of the 
Illinois river and why the electric trust 
should oppose the plans which have been ad- 
vanced in this direction. But I cannot under- 
stand the apathetic attitude of the business 
men of Chicago and the state of Illinois, and 
the farmers and consumers who cannot fail 
to be benefited by these plans, and who seem 
to be willing to stand by and allow the inter- 
este which antagonize them to prevail. Iam 
not concerned as to whose plan is adopted, 
except that I believe the entire project should 
be kept within the control of the people.

Without add- 
ing to the bitter controversy concerning that 
naval engagement, it is but just to say 
that Admiral Sampson was entitled to credit 
for the admirable disposition of thé war- 
ships. He was responsible for sending the 
battleship Massachusetts to, and taking his 
flagship New York away from, the fleets, 
and would have been responsible had the 
absence of those battleships been disastrous 
to our fleet when the enemy moved out, 9:35 
a. m., July 8. Unfortunately for him, he was 
absent at Siboney on official duty, and al- 
though he endeavored, could not return in 
time to take important part in the engage- 
ment. The remainder.of our fleet, however, 
under the senior officer present, Admiral 
Schley, with great skill and valor, met, 
fought, pursued, and destroyed the Spanish 
fleet.” 

The most notable characteristic of the 
volume is Gen. Miles’ generous estimate of 
men and events, even of those events in 
which he was not a participant, and as he 
speaks of nearly every important military 
episode in the last fifty years of the nation’s 
history, this characteristic makes his opin- 
lions of value. His modesty, considering the 
extent and variety of his experiences, is also 
remarkable, as is the fact that he has not 
made this book an opportunity for airing his 
grievances, of Which he must, of a surety, 
have many. But he has always been known 
as a fighter, and the respect he has created 
for himself in the hearts of the people is 
deepened by the publication of his memoirs, 
fittingly entitled “SERVING THE RE- 
PUBLIC.”
